It was in 
fhefe intervals chiefly that he read AffA 
Un-y however, this was not before he 
was well acquainted with both Firgil 
and Horner^ and the frequent imitations 
he found of thefe authors in Paradife 
L^, falling in exadtly with his own turn, 
hence he conceived an ardent paflion for 
the Englijh poet, and fome fmall pieces 
which he compofed at this time, fhewed 
that he had imbibed a good fhare of 
'Milton^s ftyle and manner before he left

moved to OxforJ, in the beginning xn 
the year 1694, and pkced in Cbrifi^ 
cburcb^ at a time when that college wa? 
in the height of its reputation^ by the 
cxcelknt fenfe and fpirit that flourifhe4 
there, under the condu<5l of Dr. Aldricb^ 
Here he was received with open arms 
into the company and acquaintance of 
the moft diftinguilbed wits, and as often 
as th^ ftatutes of the univ^rfity, or the 
rules of his gaiety, called him to any 
public exercifes, his performances were 
conftantly the talk and admiration of all 
chat heard them •, and they were only 
heard, for he was not willing they fhould 
go any farther: fince how much foever 
they might plcafc others^ yet he was not 
thoroughly fatisfied with them himfelf. 
Nor dicj thofe who knew and loved him 
beft choofe to dii^refs his modefty, by 
pufhing him in that point. It was this 
modefty^ and the uncommon fimplicity 
pf his pspners, that mor^ particularly

Endeared him to them ; and thejr were 
completely happy in the enjoyment of 
hh coHveiiation, in which his undlf- 
guifcd fincerity was continually enliven- 
ed with a kind of chearfulnefs whicJi 
innocence alone can give, heightened 
with a mirth that was wholly railed bjr 
a genteel and delicate raillery, without 
i^er degenerating into ridicule. After 
he came to Oxford^ MUon*s mufe be- 
came his chief delight •, and the greateft 
part of his ftudy for fome years was laid 
out in tracing the fteps by which that 
author grew to perfedlion. We are told, 
that there is not a fingle allufion in Pa- 
radife Lojl^ drawn from the thoughts 
and exprefllons of the Greek or Latin 
poet, which he could not immediately 
refer tO; and that this was the way 
whereby he came to perceive what a 
peculiar life and grace their fenfirfierits 
added to En^lijh poetfy; how much 
their images raifed its fpirit, and wh^

weight and beauty their works, whea 
• tranflated, gave to its language. He 
was likewife led, by the example of his 
darling A£//<?;;, to confult the works of 
pur old Englijh poets Chaucer and Spen- 
fer. By thefe afliftances he made him- 
ielf abfolute matter of the true extent 
and compafs of his mother- tongue, and 
we fee afterwards, in his writings, he 
did not fcruple to revive any words or 
phrafes which he thought deferved it. 
Yet this was done with that modeft 
liberty, which Horace allows of, either in 
the coining of new, or reftoring of an- 
cient expreflions ; and to that modefty 
it was owing that he fucceeded fo hap- 
pily in this dangerous attempt. Nqi 
was this attempt made at all, till long 
after the time we are now fpeaking of; 
for as the delight which Mr. Philip. 
took in reading the poets, was tha 
alone which firft drew his attention t< 
their works, fo he continued reading 

purel;

)urdy for his pleafure •, in this he grati- 
ied his delicacy and improved his tafte, 
nd he aimed at nothing further. That 
elicacy which led him to ftudy the beft 
oets proved a fufficient check to his 
lodefty^ and reftrained him from form- 
ig any plan of appearing in public 
imfelf. Bcfides^ he had no uneafy 
lirft after fame ; indeed, the difpofition 
f his mind was happily adapted to the 
:nder frame of his body. How much 
)ever he was ftruck with the majefty^ 
re, and force of Milton's mufe, yet he; 
ad no Ihare in the heat and paflion of 
lat author's temper. In this he feemed 
itirely to be formed in VirgiVs mouldy 
horn hp much loved and admired: 
ad as it is faid of MilloUy that he could 
^eat the beft part of Homer ; fo Mr. 
hilipSy we are informed, could do the 
me of Virgil ; like the Roman, he had 
) ambition to gratify, being beft fitted 
r nature for that which he was moft:

fond of, the quiet enjoyment of him 
mufe, in the company of a few felcft: 
friends of his own tafte and temper, and 
his acquaintance was among the hdSt 
and politeft of the nniverfity. But he 
fecms to have had the higheft delight 
in the friend (hip of Mr, Edmund Smib^ 
the author of Ph^tdra and HippoJytus. 
This gentleman (who was fellow-coUc* 
gian with Mr. Philips) it is well known 
fat as unanxioufly eafy as he did, cvcil 
in a much humbler fortune -, and the 
bent of their ftudies lying the fame way, 
they frequently communicated theif 
thoughts to each other. This, no doubt, 
was as pleafant as any part of Mr.* 
Philips's life, who had a foul capable (rf 
relifhing all the fineft enjoyments of 
fqblime, virtuous, and elegant fpirits. 
How much it afFefted Mr. Smithy hft 
alone was able to exprefs ; nof perhaps 
could he have done it fo fully, had not 
die occafion of writing a poem to Ws

friend's memory, imprcfled on him a 
j raj^urous fenfibility of his own lofs. 
j h ftudying poetry, Mr. Philips was 

jrfaolly attentive to whatever helped to 
prefcrve or raife its dignity, and by 
continually converfing with AGlton and 
the Ancients, his ear became habituated 
to the harmony of their numbers. Bc- 
(ides^ as he faw the art was removed 
From its proper ftandard, fo he thought 
it had lofl: much of its true worth in 
^giifif by the jingle of rhyme ; which 
Xfifequently was better avoided. He 
iras fond of hiftory and antiquities, and 
the accurate knowledge he had acquired, 
Specially in thofe of his own country, 
(hews which way he fpent a good part 
(xf his time ; he made ufe of fome part 
of this acquifition afterwards to enrich 
iiis poetry, where the extent oi his read- 
ing this way, as well as his exa£l: ikill 
in applying it, is fet to the belt advan-^ 
(age It W0S the &x& defign of his 
i^ . friends 
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friends to breed him to the profeflion 
phyfic, and though the very infirm ft 
of his health would not fufFer him 
purfue that plan they hadlaidoutfor hi 
yet his inclinations were very ftronj 
bent that .way. He was palIionat< 
fond both of the hiftory and philofop 
of na;ure. Indeed, next to his mi* 
botany was his greateft delight as well 
accomplifhment ; and his own ill hea 
difabling him from applying his (kill 
the care of another's, he determined 
recommend its ufefulnefs to the woi 
This was the firft motive which put 1:

$he foundation of it was laid in the uni- 
verfity, and the firft book compofed 
there ; but he was called to town before 
he had made any confiderable progrefs : 
in the fecond, which was perfefted there, 
Jie exerted all the power of genius and 
art to make it complete, and it is one, 
if not the only, finifhed poem of that 
length extant in our language. We 
muft not omit to take notice, that the 
cuftom of fmoking tobacco was highly 
in vogue when Mr. Philips came firil to 
college, from the example of the cele- 
brated Dean Aldrich^ whofe inceffimt 
life of it was an entertaining topic of 
difcourfe many years afterwards •, con- 
cerning which the following ftory is 
related : A young ftudent laid a wager 
with his chum that the Dean was at that 
inftant fmoking his pipe, viz, about 
ten o'clock in the morning. Away 
ihcrefore he goes to the Deanry, where 
icing admitted.to the Dean in his ftudy,

he prefently relates the occafion of hU 
vifit. To which the Dean replied i& ^ 
perfeft good humour. You fee. Sir, yoil* 1 
have loft your wager, for I am not 
fmoking, but filling my pipe. It ht 
no wonder therefore that he fell in with 
the general tafte, which recommended 
itfelf the rather to him as he felt fome I 
relief from it ; he has defcended to fing 
its praifes in more than one place, and ' 
his Splendid Shilling owes fome part of 
its luftre to the happy introduftion of a 
tobacco-pipe. This piece, the firft of 
his that appeared in public, ftole its - 
way into the world without his privity,^ 
and being printed from no very correct 
copy, that induced him, though not 
till fome time after, to give a genuine 
edition of it. He was little anxious what 
fate it met with among the generality^ 
the manufeript had diverted the choice 
circle of his friends, and his aim in it 
reached no farther. This happened not

)ng before the much famed adion at 
'lenbeim^ in 1704, where the Duke of 
4arliorougb gained that vidtory, which 
lefcrvedly filled the world with his 
^raifes. The Ezrls of Godolpinn and Halite 
M had eagerly fet Mr. Addifon^s pen to 
mrk upon this occafion, and fired his 
)oetic/aculty with the aflTured hopes of 
very extraordinary reward. On the 
fthcr fide, their two competitors, Harley 
nd Si. Jobn^ afterwards Earl of Oxford 
iKi Vifcount BoUngbroke^ pitched upon 
lur author as perfedly capable of doing 
uftice to his country on this fubjeft, 
^hile Mr. Philips was in town he re- 
ided in Mr. Si. Jobtfs lioufe, and has 
lekbrated the kindnefs and generofity 
)f his hoft in a Latin ode in Horace*^ 
nanncr, which is undoubtedly a mafter- 
)icce. It is all of his that we have left 
n this kind, but from it we may form ^ 
udgment, that his writings in that lan- 
;uage were not inferior to thofe he haa 

left 
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kft us in our own-, and as Horace 
of his darling authors, we need n< 
tion his ability to excel in his way, 
as that of his admired /^r^/7. Our a 
poem, intitled Bleinheim, was pu 
in 1 705 ; and the next year he j 
that upon Cyder -^ which, after his c 
was tran dated into Italian^ by a 
man of Florence.

This is not obtruded upon the reader as 
I bare conjedlure of our own, but we 
liave the authority of Mr. Smith for it, 
who was undeniably a competent judge 
of the fcheme which our author had laid 
down, and probably had feen the firfl: 
rudiments of his defign : but Mr. Phi- 
lips^s diftemper encreafing obliged him 
to drop the purfuit of this, and all other 
views, befides that of his health. He had 
been long troubled with a lingering 
confumption, attended with an afthma, 
a painful diforder, and had fufFered 
many fevere conflids under it, without 
betraying any difcontent or uneafinefs ; 
the integrity of his heart ftill preferving 
the chearfulnefs of his fpirits, and the 
Angular goodnefs of his nature engaging 
his friends in the tendereft and moft en- 
dearing offices to him on thefe occa- 
fions. By the advice of his Phyficians 
he went to Bath, the fummer before his 
death : here the ableft of the Faculty (by 
B whom 
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whom he was generally beloved) readit; 
gave him their beft afliftance, and fom 
prefent eafe they did procure him, upol 
which he left the place, though wit! 
fmall hopes of recovery. Upon his re 
hibval from Bath he went to Hereford 
whSre his mother was ftill living, ant 
where the afthma returning in the wintc 
put a period to his life, February 15 
i^o8j in the entrance almoft upon th 
thirty-third year of his age. He was in 
terred in the cathedral-church of Hen 
ford by his mother, who caufed the fol 
lowing infcriptron to be put upon hi 
gtave*ftorje.
